SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.1

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Students Results Act2

of 1999’’.3

SEC. 2. REFERENCES.4

Except as otherwise expressly provided, whenever in5

this Act an amendment or repeal is expressed in terms6

of an amendment to, or repeal of, a title, chapter, part,7

subpart, section, subsection, or other provision, the ref-8

erence shall be considered to be made to a title, chapter,9

part, subpart, section, subsection, or other provision of the10

Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965. (2011

U.S.C. 6301 et seq.).12
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TITLE I—STUDENT RESULTS1

PART A—BASIC PROGRAM2

SEC. 101. LOW-ACHIEVING CHILDREN MEET HIGH STAND-3

ARDS.4

The heading for title I is amended by striking ‘‘DIS-5

ADVANTAGED’’ and inserting ‘‘LOW-ACHIEV-6

ING’’.7

SEC. ll. PURPOSES AND INTENT.8

Section 1001 (20 U.S.C. 6301) is amended to read9

as follows:10

‘‘SEC. 1001. FINDINGS; STATEMENT OF PURPOSE; AND REC-11

OGNITION OF NEED.12

‘‘(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds the following:13

‘‘(1) Schools that enroll high concentrations of14

children living in poverty face the greatest challenges15

but effective educational strategies based on scientif-16

ically based research can succeed in educating chil-17

dren to high standards.18

‘‘(2) High-poverty schools are much more likely19

to be identified as failing to meet State standards20

for satisfactory progress. As a result, these schools21

are generally the most in need of additional re-22

sources and technical assistance to build the capac-23

ity of these schools to address the many needs of24

their students.25
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‘‘(3) The educational progress of children par-1

ticipating in programs under this title is closely as-2

sociated with their being taught by a highly qualified3

staff, particularly in schools with the highest con-4

centrations of poverty, where paraprofessionals,5

uncertified teachers, and teachers teaching out of6

field frequently provide instructional services.7

‘‘(4) Congress and the public would benefit8

from additional data in order to evaluate the efficacy9

of the changes made to Title I in the Improving10

America’s Schools Act of 1994,11

‘‘(5) States, local educational agencies, and12

schools should be given as much flexibility as pos-13

sible in exchange for greater accountability for im-14

proving student achievement.15

‘‘(6) Programs funded under this part must16

demonstrate increased effectiveness in improving17

schools in order to ensure all children achieve to18

high standards.19

‘‘(b) PURPOSE AND INTENT.—The purpose and in-20

tent of this title are to ensure that all children have a21

fair and equal opportunity to obtain a high quality edu-22

cation.23

‘‘(c) RECOGNITION OF NEED.—The Congress recog-24

nizes that—25
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‘‘(1) educational needs are particularly great for1

low-achieving children in our Nation’s highest-pov-2

erty schools, children with limited English pro-3

ficiency, children of migrant workers, children with4

disabilities, Indian children, children who are ne-5

glected or delinquent and young children and their6

parents who are in need of family-literacy services;7

‘‘(2) despite more than 3 decades of Federal as-8

sistance, a sizable achievement gap remains between9

minority and nonminority students, and between dis-10

advantaged students and their more advantaged11

peers;12

‘‘(3) too many students must attend local13

schools that fail to provide them with a quality edu-14

cation, and are given no alternatives to enable them15

to receive a quality education;16

‘‘(4) States, local educational agencies and17

schools should be held accountable for improving the18

academic achievement of all students, and for identi-19

fying and turning around low-performing schools;20

and21

‘‘(5) Federal education assistance is intended22

not only to increase pupil achievement overall, but23

also more specifically and importantly, to help en-24

sure that all pupils, especially the disadvantaged,25
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meet challenging standards for curriculum content1

and pupil performance. It can only be determined if2

schools, local educational agencies, and States, are3

reaching this goal if pupil achievement results are4

reported specifically by disadvantaged and minority5

status.6

SEC. 102. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.7

(a) LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCY GRANTS.—Sub-8

section (a) of section 1002 (20 U.S.C. 6302(a)) is amend-9

ed by striking ‘‘$7,400,000,000 for fiscal year 1995’’ and10

inserting ‘‘$8,350,000,000 for fiscal year 2000’’.11

(b) EDUCATION OF MIGRATORY CHILDREN.—Sub-12

section (c) of section 1002 (20 U.S.C. 6302(c)) is amend-13

ed by striking ‘‘$310,000,000 for fiscal year 1995’’ and14

inserting ‘‘$400,000,000 for fiscal year 2000’’.15

(c) PREVENTION AND INTERVENTION PROGRAMS16

FOR YOUTH WHO ARE NEGLECTED, DELINQUENT, OR AT17

RISK OF DROPPING OUT.—Subsection (d) of section 100218

(20 U.S.C. 6302(d)) is amended by striking ‘‘$40,000,00019

for fiscal year 1995’’ and inserting ‘‘$50,000,000 for fiscal20

year 2000’’.21

(d) CAPITAL EXPENSES.—Subsection (e) of section22

1002 (20 U.S.C. 6302(e)) is amended to read as follows:23

‘‘(e) CAPITAL EXPENSES.—For the purpose of car-24

rying out section 1120(e), there are authorized to be ap-25
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propriated $24,000,000 for fiscal year 2000, $16,000,0001

for fiscal year 2001, and $8,000,000 for fiscal year2

2002.’’.3

(e) ADDITIONAL ASSISTANCE.—Subsection (f) of sec-4

tion 1002 is repealed.5

(f) STATE ADMINISTRATION.—Section 1002 is6

amended by adding at the end the following:7

‘‘(h) STATE ADMINISTRATION.—8

‘‘(1) STATE RESERVATION.—Each State may9

reserve, from the grants it receives under parts A,10

C, and D, of this title, an amount equal to the11

greater of 1 percent of the amount it received under12

parts A, C, and D, for fiscal year 1999, or $400,00013

($50,000 for each outlying area), to carry out ad-14

ministrative duties assigned under parts A, C, and15

D.16

‘‘(2) Authorization of appropriations.—There17

are authorized to be appropriated for fiscal year18

2000 and for each of the 4 succeeding fiscal years,19

such sums as may be necessary for additional State20

administration grants. Any such additional grants21

shall be allocated among the States in proportion to22

the grants received by each State for that fiscal year23

under parts A, C, and D of this title.’’24
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‘‘(3) SPECIAL RULE.—The amount allocated to1

each State under this subsection may not exceed the2

amount of State funds expended by the State edu-3

cational agency to administer elementary and sec-4

ondary education programs in such State.’’5

(g) SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT.—Each State may re-6

serve for the purpose of carrying out its duties under sec-7

tion 1116 and 1117, the greater of one half of 1 percent8

of the amount allocated under this part, or $200,000.9

SEC. ll. RESERVATION AND ALLOCATION.10

Section 1003 (20 U.S.C. 6303) is repealed.11

SEC. ll. STATE PLANS.12

Section 1111 (20 U.S.C. 6311) is amended to read13

as follows:14

‘‘SEC. 1111. STATE PLANS.15

‘‘(a) PLANS REQUIRED.—16

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Any State desiring to re-17

ceive a grant under this part shall submit to the18

Secretary a plan, developed in consultation with local19

educational agencies, teachers, pupil services per-20

sonnel, administrators (including administrators of21

programs described in other parts of this title),22

other staff, and parents, that satisfies the require-23

ments of this section and that is coordinated with24

other programs under this Act, the Individuals with25
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Disabilities Education Act, the Carl D. Perkins Vo-1

cational and Technical Education Act of 1998, and2

the Head Start Act.3

‘‘(2) CONSOLIDATED PLAN.—A State plan sub-4

mitted under paragraph (1) may be submitted as5

part of a consolidated plan under section 14302.6

‘‘(b) STANDARDS, ASSESSMENTS, AND ACCOUNT-7

ABILITY.—8

‘‘(1) CHALLENGING STANDARDS.—(A) Each9

State plan shall demonstrate that the State has10

adopted challenging content standards and chal-11

lenging student performance standards that will be12

used by the State, its local educational agencies, and13

its schools to carry out this part, except that a State14

shall not be required to submit such standards to15

the Secretary.16

‘‘(B) The standards required by subparagraph17

(A) shall be the same standards that the State ap-18

plies to all schools and children in the State.19

‘‘(C) The State shall have such standards for20

elementary and secondary school children served21

under this part in subjects determined by the State,22

but including at least mathematics and reading or23

language arts, which shall include the same knowl-24
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edge, skills, and levels of performance expected of all1

children.2

‘‘(D) Standards under this paragraph shall3

include—4

‘‘(i) challenging content standards in aca-5

demic subjects that—6

‘‘(I) specify what children are ex-7

pected to know and be able to do;8

‘‘(II) contain coherent and rigorous9

content; and10

‘‘(III) encourage the teaching of ad-11

vanced skills;12

‘‘(ii) challenging student performance13

standards that—14

‘‘(I) are aligned with the State’s con-15

tent standards;16

‘‘(II) describe two levels of high per-17

formance, proficient and advanced, that18

determine how well children are mastering19

the material in the State content stand-20

ards;21

‘‘(III) describe a third level of per-22

formance, basic, to provide complete infor-23

mation about the progress of the lower24

performing children toward achieving to25
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the proficient and advanced levels of per-1

formance; and2

‘‘(IV) describe a fourth level of per-3

formance, below basic, to provide complete4

information about the progress of the low-5

est performing children toward achieving6

to the basic, proficient, and advanced levels7

of performance.8

‘‘(E) For the subjects in which students will be9

served under this part, but for which a State is not10

required by subparagraphs (A), (B), and (C) to de-11

velop, and has not otherwise developed such stand-12

ards, the State plan shall describe a strategy for en-13

suring that such students are taught the same14

knowledge and skills and held to the same expecta-15

tions as are all children.16

‘‘(F) If the State fails to demonstrate that it17

has in place its challenging State content and chal-18

lenging student performance standards as required19

by subsection (b)(1), administrative funds shall be20

withheld in such amount as the Secretary deter-21

mines until such standards are implemented.22

‘‘(2) ADEQUATE YEARLY PROGRESS.—23

‘‘(A) Each State plan shall demonstrate,24

based on assessments described under para-25
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graph (3), what constitutes adequate yearly1

progress of—2

‘‘(i) any school served under this part3

toward enabling all children to meet the4

State’s challenging student performance5

standards;6

‘‘(ii) any local educational agency that7

received funds under this part toward ena-8

bling all children in schools receiving as-9

sistance under this part to meet the10

State’s challenging student performance11

standards; and12

‘‘(iii) the State in enabling all children13

in schools receiving assistance under this14

part to meet the State’s challenging stu-15

dent performance standards.16

‘‘(B) Adequate yearly progress shall be de-17

fined in a manner that—18

‘‘(i) applies the same high standards19

of academic performance to all students in20

the State;21

‘‘(ii) takes into account the progress22

of all students in the State and in each23

local educational agency and school served24

under section 1114 or 1115; and25
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‘‘(iii) uses the State challenging con-1

tent and challenging student performance2

standards and assessments described in3

paragraphs (1) and (4);4

‘‘(iv) compares separately, within each5

State, local educational agency, and school,6

the performance and progress of students7

by gender, each major ethnic and racial8

group, by English proficiency status, by9

migrant status, by students with disabil-10

ities as compared to nondisabled students,11

and by economically disadvantaged stu-12

dents as compared to students who are not13

economically disadvantaged (except that14

such disaggregation shall not be required15

in a case in which the number of students16

in a category is insufficient to yield statis-17

tically reliable information or the results18

would reveal individually identifiable infor-19

mation about an individual student);20

‘‘(v) compares the proportions of stu-21

dents at the ‘below basic’, ‘basic’, ‘pro-22

ficient’, and ‘advanced’ levels of perform-23

ance with the proportions of students at24
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each of the 4 levels in the same grade in1

the previous school year;2

‘‘(vi) at the State’s discretion, may3

also include other academic measures such4

as promotion, completion of college pre-5

paratory courses, and high school comple-6

tion, except that inclusion of such other7

measures may not decrease the number or8

percentage of schools or local educational9

agencies that would otherwise be subject to10

improvement or corrective action under11

section 1116 if the discretionary indicators12

were not included;13

‘‘(vii) includes annual numerical goals14

for improving the performance of all15

groups specified in clause (iv) and nar-16

rowing gaps in performance between these17

groups;18

‘‘(viii) includes a timeline for ensuring19

that each group of students described in20

clause (iv) meets or exceeds the State’s21

proficient level of performance on each22

State assessment used for the purposes of23

section 1111 and section 1116 within 1024
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years from the date of enactment of the1

Student Results Act of 1999.2

‘‘(C) ANNUAL IMPROVEMENT FOR3

STATES.—For a State to make adequate yearly4

progress under subparagraph (A)(iii), not less5

than 90 percent of the local educational agen-6

cies within its jurisdiction shall meet the State’s7

criteria for adequate yearly progress.8

‘‘(D) ANNUAL IMPROVEMENT FOR LOCAL9

EDUCATIONAL AGENCIES.—For a local edu-10

cational agency to make adequate yearly11

progress under subparagraph (A)(ii), not less12

than 90 percent of the schools within its juris-13

diction must meet the State’s criteria for ade-14

quate yearly progress.15

‘‘(E) ANNUAL IMPROVEMENT FOR16

SCHOOLS.—For a school to make adequate17

yearly progress under subparagraph (A)(i), not18

less than 90 percent of each group of students19

described in subparagraph (A)(iv) who are en-20

rolled in such school are required to take the21

assessments consistent with section22

612(a)(17)(A) of the Individuals with Disabil-23

ities Education Act and section24
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1111(b)(4)(F)(iv) on which adequate yearly1

progress is based.2

‘‘(F) PUBLIC NOTICE AND COMMENT.—3

Each State shall ensure that in developing its4

plan for adequate yearly progress, it diligently5

seeks public comment from a range of institu-6

tions and individuals in the State with an inter-7

est in improved student achievement and that8

the State makes and will continue to make a9

substantial effort to ensure that information10

under this part is widely known and understood11

by the public, parents, teachers, and school ad-12

ministrators throughout the State. Such efforts13

shall include, at a minimum, publication of such14

information and explanatory text, broadly to the15

public through such means as the Internet, the16

media, and public agencies.17

‘‘(G) REVIEW.—The Secretary shall review18

the information from States on the adequate19

yearly progress of schools and local educational20

agencies required under subparagraphs (A) and21

(B) for the purpose of determining State and22

local compliance with section 1116.23

‘‘(3) STATE AUTHORITY.—If a State edu-24

cational agency provides evidence, which is satisfac-25
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tory to the Secretary, that neither the State edu-1

cational agency nor any other State government offi-2

cial, agency, or entity has sufficient authority, under3

State law, to adopt curriculum content and student4

performance standards, and assessments aligned5

with such standards, which will be applicable to all6

students enrolled in the State’s public schools, then7

the State educational agency may meet the require-8

ments of this subsection by—9

‘‘(A) adopting standards and assessments10

that meet the requirements of this subsection,11

on a statewide basis, limiting their applicability12

to students served under this part; or13

‘‘(B) adopting and implementing policies14

that ensure that each local educational agency15

in the State which receives grants under this16

part will adopt curriculum content and student17

performance standards, and assessments18

aligned with such standards, which meet all of19

the criteria in this subsection and any regula-20

tions regarding such standards and assessments21

which the Secretary may publish, and which are22

applicable to all students served by each such23

local educational agency.24
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‘‘(4) ASSESSMENTS.—Each State plan shall1

demonstrate that the State has implemented a set of2

high-quality, yearly student assessments that in-3

clude, at a minimum, assessments in mathematics4

and reading or language arts, that will be used,5

starting not later than the 2000–2001 school year,6

as the primary means of determining the yearly per-7

formance of each local educational agency and school8

served under this title in enabling all children served9

under this part to meet the State’s challenging stu-10

dent performance standards. Such assessments11

shall—12

‘‘(A) be the same assessments used to13

measure the performance of all children, if the14

State measures the performance of all children;15

‘‘(B) be aligned with the State’s chal-16

lenging content and student performance stand-17

ards and provide coherent information about18

student attainment of such standards;19

‘‘(C) be used for purposes for which such20

assessments are valid and reliable, and be con-21

sistent with relevant, nationally recognized pro-22

fessional and technical standards for such as-23

sessments;24
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‘‘(D) measure the proficiency of students1

in the academic subjects in which a State has2

adopted challenging content and student per-3

formance standards and be administered not4

less than one or more times during—5

‘‘(i) grades 3 through 5;6

‘‘(ii) grades 6 through 9; and7

‘‘(iii) grades 10 through 12;8

‘‘(E) involve multiple up-to-date measures9

of student performance, including measures10

that assess higher order thinking skills and un-11

derstanding;12

‘‘(F) provide for—13

‘‘(i) the participation in such assess-14

ments of all students;15

‘‘(ii) the reasonable adaptations and16

accommodations for students with disabil-17

ities defined under 602(3) of the Individ-18

uals with Disabilities Education Act nec-19

essary to measure the achievement of such20

students relative to State content and21

State student performance standards;22

‘‘(iii) the inclusion of limited English23

proficient students who shall be assessed,24

to the extent practicable, in the language25
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and form most likely to yield accurate and1

reliable information on what such students2

know and can do in content areas;3

‘‘(iv) notwithstanding clause (iii), the4

assessment (using tests written in English)5

of reading or language arts of any student6

who has attended school in the United7

States (not including Puerto Rico) for 3 or8

more consecutive school years, except if the9

local educational agency determines, on a10

case-by-case individual basis, that assess-11

ments in another language and form would12

likely yield more accurate and reliable in-13

formation on what such students know and14

can do, the local educational agency may15

assess such students in the appropriate16

language other than English for 1 addi-17

tional year; and18

‘‘(G) include students who have attended19

schools in a local educational agency for a full20

academic year but have not attended a single21

school for a full academic year, except that the22

performance of students who have attended23

more than one school in the local educational24

agency in any academic year shall be used only25
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in determining the progress of the local edu-1

cational agency;2

‘‘(H) provide individual student reports,3

which include assessment scores, or other infor-4

mation on the attainment of student perform-5

ance standards; and6

‘‘(I) enable results to be disaggregated7

within each State, local educational agency, and8

school by gender, by each major racial and eth-9

nic group, by English proficiency status, by mi-10

grant status, by students with disabilities as11

compared to nondisabled students, and by eco-12

nomically disadvantaged students as compared13

to students who are not economically disadvan-14

taged.15

‘‘(5) SPECIAL RULE.—16

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Assessment measures17

that do not meet the requirements of paragraph18

(4)(C) may be included as one of the multiple19

measures, if a State includes in the State plan20

information regarding the State’s efforts to21

validate such measures.22

‘‘(B) STUDENT PROFICIENCY IN GRADES23

K–2.—States may measure the proficiency of24

students in the academic subjects in which a25
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State has adopted challenging content and stu-1

dent performance standards one or more times2

during grades K–2.3

‘‘(6) LANGUAGE ASSESSMENTS.—Each State4

plan shall identify the languages other than English5

that are present in the participating student popu-6

lation and indicate the languages for which yearly7

student assessments are not available and are need-8

ed. The State shall make every effort to develop9

such assessments and may request assistance from10

the Secretary if linguistically accessible assessment11

measures are needed. Upon request, the Secretary12

shall assist with the identification of appropriate as-13

sessment measures in the needed languages, but14

shall not mandate a specific assessment or mode of15

instruction.16

‘‘(7) ASSESSMENT DEVELOPMENT.—A State17

shall develop, and implement State assessments that18

are aligned to challenging State content standards19

that include, at a minimum, mathematics and read-20

ing or language arts by the 2000–2001 school year.21

‘‘(8) REQUIREMENT.—Each State plan shall22

describe—23

‘‘(A) how the State educational agency will24

assist each local educational agency and school25
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affected by the State plan to develop the capac-1

ity to comply with each of the requirements of2

sections 1112(c)(1)(D), 1114(b), and 1115(c)3

that is applicable to such agency or school; and4

‘‘(B) such other factors the State considers5

appropriate to provide students an opportunity6

to achieve the knowledge and skills described in7

the challenging content standards adopted by8

the State.9

‘‘(c) OTHER PROVISIONS TO SUPPORT TEACHING10

AND LEARNING.—Each State plan shall contain assur-11

ances that—12

‘‘(1) the State educational agency will work13

with other agencies, including educational service14

agencies or other local consortia, and institutions to15

provide technical assistance to local educational16

agencies and schools to carry out the State edu-17

cational agency’s responsibilities under this part, in-18

cluding technical assistance in providing professional19

development under section 1119 and technical as-20

sistance under section 1117; and21

‘‘(2)(A) where educational service agencies22

exist, the State educational agency will consider pro-23

viding professional development and technical assist-24

ance through such agencies; and25
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‘‘(B) where educational service agencies do not1

exist, the State educational agency will consider pro-2

viding professional development and technical assist-3

ance through other cooperative agreements such as4

through a consortium of local educational agencies;5

‘‘(3) the State educational agency will notify6

local educational agencies and the public of the con-7

tent and student performance standards and assess-8

ments developed under this section, and of the au-9

thority to operate schoolwide programs, and will ful-10

fill the State educational agency’s responsibilities re-11

garding local educational agency improvement and12

school improvement under section 1116, including13

such corrective actions as are necessary;14

‘‘(4) the State educational agency will provide15

the least restrictive and burdensome regulations for16

local educational agencies and individual schools par-17

ticipating in a program assisted under this part;18

‘‘(5) the State educational agency will inform19

the Secretary and the public of how Federal laws, if20

at all, hinder the ability of States to hold local edu-21

cational agencies and schools accountable for stu-22

dent academic performance;23

‘‘(6) the State educational agency will encour-24

age schools to consolidate funds from other Federal,25
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State, and local sources for schoolwide reform in1

schoolwide programs under section 1114;2

‘‘(7) the State educational agency will modify or3

eliminate State fiscal and accounting barriers so4

that schools can easily consolidate funds from other5

Federal, State, and local sources for schoolwide pro-6

grams under section 1114;7

‘‘(8) the State educational agency has involved8

the committee of practitioners established under sec-9

tion 1603(b) in developing the plan, and monitoring10

its implementation; and11

‘‘(9) the State educational agency will inform12

local educational agencies of the local educational13

agency’s authority to obtain waivers under title XIV14

and, if the State is an Ed-Flex Partnership State,15

waivers under the Education Flexibility Partnership16

Act of 1999.17

‘‘(d) PEER REVIEW AND SECRETARIAL APPROVAL.—18

The Secretary shall—19

‘‘(1) establish a peer review process to assist in20

the review of State plans;21

‘‘(2) approve a State plan after its submission22

unless the Secretary determines that the plan does23

not meet the requirements of this section;24
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‘‘(3) if the Secretary determines that the State1

plan does not meet the requirements of subsection2

(a), (b), or (c), immediately notify the State of such3

determination and the reasons for such determina-4

tion;5

‘‘(4) not decline to approve a State’s plan6

before—7

‘‘(A) offering the State an opportunity to8

revise its plan;9

‘‘(B) providing technical assistance in10

order to assist the State to meet the require-11

ments under subsections (a), (b), and (c); and12

‘‘(C) providing a hearing;13

‘‘(5) have the authority to disapprove a State14

plan for not meeting the requirements of this part,15

but shall not have the authority to require a State,16

as a condition of approval of the State plan, to in-17

clude in, or delete from, such plan one or more spe-18

cific elements of the State’s content standards or to19

use specific assessment instruments or items; and20

‘‘(6) States shall revise their plans if necessary21

to satisfy the requirements of this section.22

Revised plans under paragraph (6) shall be submitted to23

the Secretary for approval not later than 1 year after the24

date of the enactment of the Student Results Act of 1999.25
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‘‘(e) DURATION OF THE PLAN.—1

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Each State plan shall—2

‘‘(A) be submitted for the first year for3

which this part is in effect after the date of the4

enactment of the Student Results Act of 1999;5

‘‘(B) remain in effect for the duration of6

the State’s participation under this part; and7

‘‘(C) be periodically reviewed and revised8

by the State, as necessary, to reflect changes in9

the State’s strategies and programs under this10

part.11

‘‘(2) ADDITIONAL INFORMATION.—If the State12

makes significant changes in its plan, such as the13

adoption of new State content standards and State14

student performance standards, new assessments, or15

a new definition of adequate yearly progress, the16

State shall submit such information to the Sec-17

retary.18
